Ambitious Wall Street Clerk In 


the Tombs. 


F. AUGUSTUS HEINZE NIPPED 


Republican "Want Ads” Bring Results 


W ith Desk Room in a Note Broker's 


Office a Young Clerk Carried Out a 


Deal W hich Led to His Incarceration 


on a Larceny Charge, W hile One- 


Tim e Copper King W ants to Know 


How His Valuable Copper Stock Got 


In the W rong H ands— Mr. Jerome 


Takes Charge of the Case. 


New York, Aug. ll.—An ambitious 
young financier, Donald L. Persch, 
whose offices constituted merely desk 
room in a down-town note broker’s 
office, is in the Tombs in default of 
$50,000 bai:, and thereby hangs a tale 
of tangled finance through which some­ 
body in Wall street nipped F. Augus­ 
tus Heinze, the one-time copper king, 
for $40,000. 
Persch is specifically 
charged with the larceny cf $40,000, a 
profit obtained by the sale of 15,600 
shares of Ohio Copper common, and 
4,600 shares of Davis-Daly copper com­ 
mon, which an agent for Heinze placed 
with the Windsor Trust company of 
this city as security for a loan of $50,- 
000. 
In some manner as yet unex­ 
plained, the stock was not held by the 
bank, but was turned over to a clerk 
acting for Persch and at the latter’s 
orders thrown on the curb market and 
sold for approximately $90,000. 
How 
Persch obtained the capital to carry 
through the deal and why the stock 
was relinquished by the trust company 
are points yet to be cleared up. 
After his arrest Persch intimated 
that there were men “higher up” in 
the transaction, but he refused to say 
more, upon the advice of counsel. He 
was arraigned before a magistrate and 
after unsuccessful efforts of his lawyer 
to have ball reduced to $25,000, was 
committed to the Tombs. 
His exam­ 
ination was set for Friday. 
In opposing the ieduction of bail, 
Assistant District Attorney Nott, who 
Is conducting the case, said to the 
court: 
“There are other powerful people 
tehirid this man, youi honor. 
They 
tv’li put up for his appearance, and he 
should have no difficulty furnishing 
$50,000 bail. On August 6th,” he con­ 
tinued, “this man had $45,000 in his 
possession. 
Fifty thousand dollars is 
not too much.” 
The court agreed with him. 
Persch was arrested on the strength 
of statements made by John ^Sher­ 
wood. another note broker, who was 
called to the district attorney’s office. 
He said that at Persch’s request he 
procured securities from the trust 
company after having obtained the 
$50,000 for the 
purpose from L. J. 
Fields and company, dealers in curb 
stocks. 
He thought the transaction 
entirely legitimate and was ready to 
act for a percentage. 
He exhibited 
orders from Persch to redeem the se­ 
curities and to put them on the mar­ 
ket. 
Three hundred dollars was paid 
to Fields & Co. foe the use of the 
money. L. J. Fields of the firm main­ 
tains that their part in the affair was 
a regular business transaction. 
The foregoing features of the case 
seem to be plain enough, but behind 
them is the mystery of how Persch 
knew when and where M. M. Joyce, 
representing 
F. 
Augustus 
Heinze, 
placed the securities. 
It is consid­ 
ered coincidental by the district attor­ 
ney’s office that Persch had his desk 
room in the offices of W. L. Clark, a 
note broker, who first directed Mr. 
Joyce to the Windsor Trust company 
for the purpose of obtaining the loan. 
While there is nothing to indicate 
that the bank is criminally responsi­ 
ble in any way, Mr. Joyce says that it 
was stipulated when the loan was 
made that the stock was to be pinned 
to his note and retained. 
Shortly 
after, however, the certificates appear­ 
ed on the curb, and an investigation 
was begum 
The trust company says 
in its defense that it was actiag mere­ 
ly as an agent in placing the loan; 
and this agent now appears to have 
been Sherwood, representing young 
Persch, who in turn intimates that he 
was acting for someone above him. 
But Mr. Joyce is emphatic in saying 
that he had never seen Sherwood to 
his knowledge. 
Stirling Birmingham, 
chief of the loan department of the 
trust company, acted as intermediary 
between Joyce and the lender, while 
Joyce was under the impression that 
he was getting the money direct from 
the bank. 
District Attorney Jerome has taken 
active charge of the case, and other 
arrests may I e made. Charles Katz, 
treasurer of the Eastern Lr wing com­ 
pany of Williamsburg, and Henry Hill­ 
man, a business associate, w re among 
the other witnesses examined at the 
district attorney’s office. 
Hillman ad­ 
mitted that he made out a note for 
$50,000 in Persch’s favor, but did not 
know to what use it was put. He was 
to receive $2G6 for it, 
Persch, according to the police, has 
been arrested twice before, once for 
forgery on a charge made at the re­ 
quest of his father, and another time 
in connection with taking subscrip­ 
tions for an ice fund. 
Both charges 
were dropped.

CASTRO GETS TASTE 


OF OWN MEDICINE 


Wha! Caracas Did to His Five 


Millions Was Plenty. 


Caracas. Aug. ll.—General Cipriano 
Castro’s 
much-heralded 
appeal 
to 
the Venezuelan congress, wrhich after 
being read in joint session, was re­ 
ferred by Castro’s friends in that body 
to a special committee for report, has 
died a natural death in the committee 
room, and instead of the desired report 
the curious ex-presidential message 
has been archived. Thus a last spas­ 
modic effort of the few friends of the 
late dictator to awaken some senti­ 
ment for their fallen idol has failed, 
and the expatriate in Santander has 
not even had the satisfaction of hav­ 
ing his words reproduced in the Ven­ 
ezuelan newspapers, as must have 
been his wish. 
The systematic spoliation of the for­ 
tune which Castro left behind him in 
Venezuela has proceeded with such 
gigantic strides that after the first six 
months the five million dollars of 
known assets have been almost totally 
wiped out. The method by which one 
million dollars of Castro’s property 
was reduced to 150,000 and this paltry 
remainder then taken away from him, 
will probably be a revelation even to 
Castro himself, who is now having a 
taste of the same medicine which he 
administered to the Venezuelan people 
for so many years. 
Castro owned 1,000,00£ shares of cig­ 
arette stock which had been given to 
him as his share in the promotion of 
the cigarette trust. A few weeks ago 
the directors of the cigarette company 
sold the $5,000,000 concern to a pri­ 
vate Individual, Senor Garcia Guerra, 
for $250,000, or just 5 per cent of its 
capitalized value, and notwithstanding 
that on the same day of the sale the 
shares were quoted on the exchange 
at 25 per cent premium. The next step 
was the formation of a new company 
which took in all the old stockholders 
except Castro. Then there was issued 
an order by the commercial court to 
have the $50,000, which corresponded 
to the 5 per cent purchase price of the 
Castro Btock, deposited in the Bank of 
Venezuela to the order of whoever 
might be the holder of this block of 
stock. 
So in one day $1,000,000 of 
good money became $50,000. 
But the 
worst was yet to come. This $50,000 
awakened the cupidity of more than 
one lawyer, so it was immediately at­ 
tached by individuals who have law­ 
suits pending against Castro for the 
recovery of properties and damages. 
The sequel of this story of “high 
finance” was the sudden arrival a few 
days ago of a German citizen named 
Theodore Hauer with the million dol­ 
lars of cigarette shares in his pocket, 
and he claims that these belong to 
him by virtue of purchase from Gen­ 
eral Castro. 
He has engaged eminent 
counsel and will begin action against 
the promoters of the alleged illegal re­ 
organization which “froze out” these 
shares of his. 
What has been done with Castro’s 
cigarette stock is an exact repetition 
of the process used to oust him from 
the company which controls the mo­ 
nopoly of navigation of the Orinoco 
river and by which his large block of 
stock was made worthless.

broad prairies and feel the charm of 
its history and traditions and look 
u pon it as alm ost the last rem aining 
ex panse of 
nativ e 
w ilderness, they 
shou ld hasten to look u pon it, as the 
old thing s and the old w ay s are soon 
to v anish forev er. The lands, to which 
the Osag es hav e fee sim ple title, hav e 
finally been allotted in sev eralty and 
each Osag e citizen has been g iv en title 
to his allotm ent. 
Old Villag es Still In Use. 
This does not mean th at the Osag es 
hav e abandoned their v illag e cam p life 
and are liv ing on their indiv idu al lands 
As a m atter of fact the Osag e lands 
g enerally are ly ing wild as they hav e 
since the beg inning of tim e. 
Allot­ 
ment. howev er, m eans the Incoming of 
the w hite farm er w ith his indu stry 
and the tu rning of the g rass g rown, 
flower strew n acres into produ ctiv e 
fields. Su ch lands as the O sag e citizen 
cannot sell he will rent, and to that 
ex tent the entire reserv ation will be 
placed w ithin reach of the w hite man. 
There are 2,230 certified allottees in 
the Osag e tribe, of w hich any one whc 
failed to g et his share of lands will be 
paid an equ iv alent in money . 
Each 
Osag e has <» 57 acres of land. 
At first 
he w as allowed to m ake three sepa­ 
rate selections of 1G0 acres, any one of 
which he was perm itted to desig nate 
as his hom estead, to be inalienable foi 
twenty -fiv e y ears. 
Then he took a 
fou rth selection of 100 acres ,or a total 
of 640. 
A fter the bestow al of all these riches 
It w as fou nd th a t there still rem ained 
u ntaken land of w hich the allotm ent 
commission m ade a per capita distri 
bu tion am ou nting to sev enteen acres. 
A lready w hite m en are g athering on 
the horizon of th e Osag e cou ntry tc 
spy ou t its resou rces and possibilities 
and real estate ag ents are opening of 
flees in the different tow ns to eng ag e 
In land traffic. 
It will be possible foi 
an O sag e citizen to sell all his land 
sav e his 160 acre hom estead u ndei 
certain conditions. 
H e m ay rent all 
his land for g razing or ag ricu ltu ral 
pu rposes. The sale of his su rplu s land 
or th a t in ex cess of his hom estead and 
am ou nting to 49 7 acres will be per­ 
m itted in tw o way s. 
Way s of Selling the Land. 
One is th at he may receiv e from the 
secretary of the interior a certificate 
of com petency to m anag e his own a f­ 
fairs. 
For this certificate 17 5 Osag e 
citizens 
hav e 
m ade 
application, 
of 
w hich tw enty -eig ht hav e been su bm it­ 
ted to the secretary of the interior, 
who approv ed twenty -fiv e. 
T he filing 
of applications will mov e more rapidly 
in a m onth or two. the secretary hav ­ 
ing asked th at fu rth er applications be 
w ithheld u ntil he has finished issu ing 
the deeds to the su rplu s lands. All the 
hom estead deeds are ready for deliv 
ery . 
The su rplu s lands of the fu ll bloods 
and the Incom petents may be sold 
u pon application if the secretary of 
the interior is conv inced Zhat the sale 
wou ld be for the benefit of the owner. 
The latter wou ld be perm itted to 
spend the money from the sale of his 
su rplu s lands only In su ch m anner as 
wou ld be approv ed by the commission 
e r of Indian affairs.—Paw hu ska (Okla.)

City saloon keepers were giv en a ru de 
awakening when Constables John and 
H arr W alker, of this city , left for 
Michigan City -with fifty fou r w arrants 
against twenty -sev en saloon keepers 
for allowing persons other than mem­ 
bers of their families in their places 
of bu siness last Su nday and for selling 
liqu or last Su nday , contrary to law. 
This is the first mov e to pu t a “lid” 
on Michigan City , which has been wide 
open on Su nday s, as a resu lt of which 
thou sands of ex cu rsionists hav e been 
attracted to the city ev ery Su nday 
from su rrou nding cities. 
The open 
defiance of the law cu lminated last 
Su nday , v /hen twenty thou sand ex -1 
cu rsionists inv aded the city and the 
saloons were wide open and did a 
land office bu siness. 
Some of them 
ev en employ ed “barkers” to hau l in 
the people. Since the “lid” was placed 
on Laporte, three months ago, from 
fiv e hu ndred to a thou sand thirsty La­ 
porte people hav e gone to Michigan 
City each Su nday to get their drinks, 
and this has cau sed mu ch hard feeling 
here among the saloon keepers, who
